Tho en- 
tire contributions of the premier and 
Mr. Humphreys to tho revenue just 
equal that of the average Chinaman, 
who tries to, but can't, avoid paying 
his school-tax; and their refusal to ex- 
press an opinion as ministers will 
surprise no one.

CALIFORNIA. 
Sa.V Francisco, April 27. — The in- 
quest in the DoYoung case was con- 
cluded this evening. All the evidence 
taken is substantially the same as the 
reports heretofore telegraphed, with 
one exception: A man giving his name 
as John Clomitshaw testified that at 
the time of shooting he was looking 
through the window of the Chronicle 
office counting-room and saw Kalloch 
and DoYoung facing each other, tho 
latter leaning against the counter. Di- 
rectly DeYoung straightened himself 
lie drew a pistol from his overcoat 
pocket and fired at Kalloch. The lat- 
ter then drew and began firing, when 
DeYoung ran. The romainder of his 
evidence is in accordance with other 
testimony, Tho fact that Clomitshaw 
had previously endeavored to obtain 
permission to view the body of the de- 
ceased, bringing a note to the coroner 
from the sheriffs oflice, in which he 
was introduced as Mr. Watson, tended 
to discredit his testimony, and the di- 
rect evidence of other eye-witnesses, 
and the fact that DeYoung's pistol was 
found not to havo been discharged, de- 
cided the jury to attach no weight to 
his testimony, and after a brief deliber- 
ation they returned a verdict charging 
Kallncli with murder. 

CANADA. 
Lo.vdon, Out., April 27.- — The storm 
yesterday did considerable damago in 
surrounding townships. Barns were 
struck by lightning and shattered, 
others unroofed, fences blown down 
and trees uprooted in all directions. 

UNITED STATES. 

Chicago, April 2G. — The Inlcrocean's 
Washington special represents Grant's 
friends encouraged at the prospect, the 
Massachusetts delegation having Grant 
as its second choice. Some are claim- 
ed for Grant already as first choice. 

Meiudan, Miss., April 27. — A heavy 
storm passed over Macon last night, 
blowing away 22 houses, including the

were blown from tho track, 17 persons

Macon, Ga., April 27. — To-day citi- 
zens closed their places of business and 
devoted the day to caring for the dead 
and wounded. Seventeen were killed 
outright and 40 more or less wounded, 
some perhaps fatally. About 10 o'clock 
a perfect waterspout visited the sceno 
to render it more horrible. Men and 
women were found to-day decapitated, 
limbs torn from their bodies and other- 
wise mutilated, a quarter of a mile 
from their homes. Tho stock is all 
killed.

London, April 27. — The Marquis of 
Hipon, who Wa chairman of tho joint 
high commission at Washington in 1871, 
will succeed Lord Lytton as Viceroy of 
I India. 

It is bolioyeil the following appoint- 
ments outside of tho cabinet have beon 
arranged: — Attorney-general, Henry J. 
James ; solicitor-genoral, FarrerHorscholl ; 
lord chamborlain, Lord Konmoro; mistress 
of the robes, Duchess of Westminster. 

It is believed tho Quocn has sanctioned 
tho following appointments: Duke of 
Argyll, lord president of council; Sir W. 
G. Vernon Harcourt, socretary of state 
for home department; Earl of Kimberly, 
secretary of state for colonial department; 
John Bright, cliancollor of tho duchy of 
Lancaster; J. Stansfield, president of local 
government board; Earl Granville, secre- 
tary of state for foreign department; 
Marquis of Hartington, secretary of state 
for India; H. E. Childers, secretary of 
stato for war; Lord Selbourne, lord high 
chancellor; Wm. E. Forstor, chiof secre- 
tary for Ireland; Lord Northbrooko, first 
* lord of tho admiralty. 

The Daily Telegraph announces that 
Sir William Vernon Harcourt has accept- 
ed the post of home secretary. 

It is understood that Parliament can- 
not meet before the 20th of May. 

The Standard says Beaconsfield took 
leave of the Queen yesterday. 

Tho following appointments have beou 
finally made: Duke of Argyll, lord privy 
seal; Earl Kimberly, secretary of state for 
tho colonies; John Bright, chancellor of 
the duchy of Lancaster; Marquis of Ripon, 
Vicoroy of India.

It is said the Government are not a 
unit on the proposition to transfer to tho 
Dominion Government tho railway lands; 
—that the premier favors tho scheme and 
Mr. Beaveh opposes, while Mr. Humph- 
reys stands with his feet on both sides of 
tho track uncertain where to jump. 
There are rumors that a distinguished 
Dominion official lias been treated with 
marked discourtesy by the Government 
and that the case of tho province may 
be seriously affected thereby. It is added 
that at a recent Government caucus tho 
Dominion propositions wero read under a 
strict pledge of socresy. Tho demand in- 
cludes the railway lands on tho Island as 
well as the public lands on the Mainland. 

Nicola ValiIjy. — A gentleman from 
Nicola Valley reports that the snow is 
rapidly disappearing and that in some in- 
stances ploughing has commonced. Tho 
loss on stock of all kinds will reach about 
30 per cent.

Mr. Ash asked the attornoy -general: Is 
it the intention of tho government to con- 
sider the advisability of amending chapter 
30 of the Acts passed during last session. 

The attorney general replied that an 
amending Act was already before the 
House. 

Mr. McGillivray asked the chief com- 
missioner of lands and works: Has the 
government indemnified Mr. Murchinson, 
of New Westminster district, for the can- 
collation of a contract for tho construc- 
tion of the Coast Meridian road in 1878 / 

Hon. Mr. Walkom replied that an ap- 
plication had beon made for indomnity 
and that portion of tho claim which had 
boon verified by evidence had been paid; 
tho balance had not beon applied for. 

Mr. Ash asked the minister of finance 
and agriculture: Wero you appointed to be 
acting chief commissioner of lands and 
works during tho lion. Mr. Walkem's late 
absence from tho province ! 

Hon. Mr. Boaven — Yes. 

CASSIAK ROAD TOLLS. 

Mr. Wilson movod for a return of ex- 
penditure on roads, streets and bridges in 
Cassiar from 187-1 to end of 1879, and 
tho amount of road tolls collected during 
that period. Tho mover said ho had been 
infortnod that tho district contributed 
moro revenue in the shape of tolls than 
tho roads actually cost. Tho object in 
moving for the return was to see if it 
would not bo possiblo to permit provincial 
produce to pass over tho roads free of tolls. 

Tho motion was carried. 

municipal voting. 

Mr. Abrams movod tho second loading 
of an Act to amend the Municipality 
Amendment Act, 187G. repealing section 
8 and onacting in lieu thereof that any 
male or female being a British subject of 
tho full ago of 21 and who has paid, not 
less than ten days provioi s to the time of 
tho election, nil municipal rates and taxes 
payable by him or her shall be entitled to 
voto. Also, any person who is rated on 
tho road tax assessment roll of tho muni- 
cipality, and who shall have paid his road 
tax in respect of the samo six months 
previous to tho day of election, or who 
holds a licenso for and carrying on busi- 
ness within the municipality, and who 
shall have paid for such license for six 
calendar months next preceding the day 
of eloction. The mover oxplained that the 
bill provided that taking out of a trades 
license or paying taxes to the amount of 
$2 did not give a foreigner the right to 
vote. 

Mr. Wilson said he intended to support 
tho second raiding of the bill, but did 
not know how ho might attack its pro- 
visions in committee. 

Mr. Williams supported the bill and 
Baid that he failed to seo why a person 
who paid real estate tax amounting to §1 
should bo ontitled to a voto and a man 
who paid §2 for road tax was debarred 
from voting. It was a poor law that would 
not work both ways. Ho was in favor of 
a moro liberal franchise. 

Tho motion was carried and the bill 
committed with Mr. Pimbury in the chair. 

Mr. Bcnnott did not seo why a portion 
of tho franchise should bo confined to 
British subjects. There could bo no reas- 
on why a foreignor having interests at 
stako in a municipality should not bo en- 
titled to voto at elections. He would 
move that the words "unless such person 
h a British subject" bo struck out. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys said that in no 
part of tho world wero foreigners so lib- 
erally dealt with as to the franchiso as in 
the city of Victoria. It would bo observ- 
ed, however, that tho clause did not ab- 
solutely exclude all foreigners, but only 
those who might claim a right to vote 
merely by tho payment for a trade licenso 
or for taxes to tho amount of §2. He 
thought it would bo admitted that a class 
of foreigners had interfered with munici- 
pal elections, when it would have been 
much better if they had not been allowed 
to vote. " Many of them did not appear 
to understand the system of municipal 
governments and in all probability never 
would. He therefore opposed the amend- 
ment. 

Mr. Wilson failed to see why a foreign- 
er could not understand municipal institu- 
tions as well as any other person. Surely 
a foreigner could appreciate tho imposi- 
tion of a tax and could judge for himself 
whether its expenditure was for his bene- 
fit or not. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys said he did not 
alludo to foreigners as a body, but only to 
a cortain class of them who porhaps could 
not speak six words of tho English lan- 
guage intelligibly, but who claimed a 
right to vote by virtue of paying road tax 
or a small amount for a trade license. To 
permit such a state of things was not do- 
ing justice to Britisli subjects. 

Mr. Mara said the principle of tho bill 
was wrong throughout. He did not think 
that a person, no matter whether ho was 
a British subject or not, should be per- 
mitted to vote merely bocauso ho paid road 
tax or other taxes to tho amount of 82. Ele 
thought a votor should necessarily have 
some interest in the real estate of the 
municipality. The bill, however, seemed 
to givo satisfaction to representatiucs 
from municipalities and ho would con- 
sequently voto for it, but would support 
tho amondment. 

After further discussion the question 
was put and the amendment lost. 

Mr. Abrams moved the insertion of an 
additional clause providing that no per- 
son, not being a real estate holder, shall 
bo entitled to voto on any by-law having 
for its object tho borrowing of money. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys said tho propos- 
ition was the most terrible he had ever 
heard. (Laughter.) 

Mr. WilBon said that if he thought tho 
city could borrow monoy without giving 
socurity for it he was very much mistaken. 
Monoy was not borrowed on tho strength 
of persons paying road tax, as tho hon. 
provincial secretary only did. If that 
gentleman '8 furniture were given as secu- 
rity then he might claim a right to voto 
on any by-law intended to raiso money. 
Real estate was responsible for tho loan 
to bo raised and not the individual, con- 
sequently only the owner of real estate 
should be permitted to vote as to whether 
the roal estate should be mortgaged or 
not. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys replied that ho 
did not wish to indulgo in tho personali- 
ties of tho character used by tho member 
for Victoria city. They wore cowardly, 
ungontlomanly, and objectionable, ho 
was surn, to tho whole House. His (Mr. 
H's.) contention was that real estate was 
valueless without tho individual — in fact 
that nothing in the world had real value 
without tho exertion of tho individual. A 
portion of tho taxes paid by peoplo who 
wore not real ostato owners was taken for 
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tho payment of interest and sinking fund 
for tho loan and consequently those peo- 
ple should bo permitted to voto. 

Mr. . Smitho supported tho additional 
clause and took similar views on the sub- 
ject to those of Mr. Wilson. 

• The clause then passed and tho bill was 
reported complete with amendments. 

PURCHASE 01' REAL ESTATE. 

Mr. E. Brown moved tho second read- 
ing of an act to givo municipal councils 
power to mako by-laws to accept, pur- 
chase and hold real estate required for 
corporate purposes, and to erect such 
buildings thoreon as may bo requisite. 

The motion was carried, and the bill 
passod through committee and was read a 
third time. 

constitution amendment rill. 

Mr. Vernon movod tho second reading 
of a bill fixing tho dato for the mooting of 
tho legislature. Ho oxplained tho great 
importance of the matter to members from 
tho interior and roferred to tho inconven- 
ience they wero frequently put to by tho 
existing state of uncertainty. 

Mr. Galbraith spoko strongly in sup- 
port of tho measuro, and said that ho was 
well awaro that in Washington Territory 
and Oregon a date was fixed for tho moot- 
ing of the legislatures. ' Ho alluded to tho 
great inconvenience mainland members 
wero now put to by being kept in ignor- 
ance as to the meeting of this House. Ho 
thanked tho hon. member for introducing 
the bill and hoyed it would meet with the 
support of tho whole House. 

Hon. Mr. Walkom said that ho did not 
intend to tako any objection to tho bill, 
but the quostion was ono interfering with 
tho prerogative of tho Crown, and that tho 
consent of the Crown would have to bo 
obtained. 

Tho bill was then road a second timo 
and committed, with Mr. McGillivray in 
the chair. 

Hon. Mr. Walkom explained at somo 
length the necessity of fixing a date which 
would not clash with tho meeting of tho 
Dominion house in order that conflicting 
legislation might not be going on simul- 
taneously, 

Mr. Vernon suggested that tho second 
Monday in tho month of January bo tho 
late fixed. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven would suggost Feb- 
ruary as tho most convenient month. 

Mr. Mcllmoyl agreed with the 
mover of tho motion -March and April 
wero very inconvenient months for mom* 
bors from the country to attend. 

Mr. Harris thought that the calling of 
the House together u« early in January 
would interfere with tho annual elections 
in municipalities., 

Mr. Galbraith / moved in amendment 
that the meeting o!' the legislature bo tho 
second Monday in January. 

Mr. Smitho did not think tho objection 
raised by the hon. member from Now 
Westminster district worth consideration. 
His experience in municipal matters was 
different. If any session should havo 
eon short this ought to havo boon the ono. 
There had been no opposition on his sido 
of the House yet. Still the session promised 
to bo somewhat lengthy. There wore a 
largo number of privato bills and many 
committees. It was not likoly that ses- 
sions would bo shorter in tho futuro than 
in tho past— most likely they would bo 
longor. In dealing with this quostion 
everything should be considered. Mem- 
bers were always anxious to get homo lato 
in the Spring and as a' consequonco legis- 
lation was hurried over without propor 
consideration. This would bo obviated 
by moeting on tho second Monday in 
January. Members from tho uppor 
country had always to come down boforo 
steamers wero running on tho Fraser and 
it would bo better for them evori if thf»y 
had to wait for tho opening of navigation 
after the session was over than that 
the Houso should meet latter. He would 
ask tho hon. mover of tho amendment to 
withdraw it. 

Mr. Galbraith was happy to do so. Tho 
remarks of the hon. member who had just 
sat down had mado a convert of him. 

Mr. Mara would support the bill as ho 
considered tho second Monday in January 
tho proper timo for tho Houso to meet. 
The only objectionwaa that beforo long thore 
would bo only ono session in two years. 
Tho Provinco could not afTord annual ses- 
sions. Bills would then bo fewer and 
better considered. By fixing the dato tho 
Government would be obliged tn get their 
business ready. If this wero done there 
would be no excuso for the sessions ex- 
tending over thirty days. 

Hon. Mr. Walkom had no objection to 
tho bill, but thought that section 2 should 
bo struck out. 

Mr. Smitho agreed with tho hon. at- 
tornoy general and moved that the clause 
in question bo struck out. Carried. 

Hon. Mr. Walkom moved that clauso 
3 bo struck out. Carriod. 

Tho othor two clauses passed with slight 
amendments. 

Committee then rose and reported tho 
bill completo with amendments. Third 
reading fixed for Thursday. 

MUNICIPAL AMENDMENT RILL. 

Mr. Wilson, in moving the socond read- 
ing of this bill, said that it had beon pro- 
pared by the city barrister and placed in 
his hands for introduction to tho House. 
Ho explained the object of tho bill fully. 

Mr. Mcllmoyl would object to tho 
second clauso referring to the width of 
carriage wheels. The rest of tho bill ho 
would support. 

Mr. Williams would also opposo this 
clause. Should this section pass an enor- 
mous oxpense would bo entailed upon all 
who owned vehicles of any description as 
all the wheels would have to bo altered. 
Ho would voto for tho rest of tho bill if this 
clause wore struck out. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven thought tho bill 
should bo referred to a select committee; 
somo clauses, however, were good. Ho 
thought the presont municipal act suf- 
ficient to reach all that this bill ombracod. 

Mr. Mara waB in favor of Bending tho 
bill to a seloct committee. Would voto 
against second reading unless tliis wero 
done. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys wished to have 
the bill sent to a select committee. 

Mr. Wilson did not endorse all tho 
bill. He would oppose clauso -17. Ho 
thought tho motion for a seloct committoo 
irregular. If it once got into sulect com- 
mittee that would bo the last of it. 

Mr. Galbraith would also opposo tho 
abovo mentioned clause. 

Tho bill was thon read a second time 
and committed, Mr. Ferguson in the 
chair. 

The first sub-section, on taxing dub- 
room billiard tabjos, was road. 

Mr. Williams considered that a tax 
equal to that paid by saloon-koepors 
should be imposed on clubs. Ho thought 
that §200 per annum should be tho 
amount. 

Mr. Wilson would suggest £50 por 
annum. Ho thought that would not be 
objectionable to tho club and would sat- 
isfy tho city council. Ho would submit 
a motion to that effect. 

Mr. Gallagher thought that club rooms 
should pay as much as Baloons for billiard 
tables and as much for consuming liquor. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven would make the tax 
§200 per annum on club rooms whore liquors 
woro consumed; but was quito of tho 



opinion that tho power was already in the 
hands of tho municipal council — if not it 
should bo granted. Ho would therefore 
move an amendment to subsection 40 
levying, imposing and collecting an 
annual tax of §200 por annum on private 
club rooms whore spirituous or fermented 
liquors wero consumed. 

Mr. Helgeson would support the mo- 
tion of tho finance minister. Ho thought 
club rooms should bo put on an equality 
with saloons. 

Mr. Vernon would oppose the clause 
altogether. If the House had the power 
to put on a tax of §200 per annum it cer- 
tainly had the power to put on §2000 or 
§20,000. Ho would like to have a legal 
opinion from tho attorney-general on tho 
subject. 

Hon. Mr. Walkeni's opinion was that 
if the clause wero put in it would defeat 
tho oDject of tho bill. Ho oxplained the 
powers of a provincial legislative assombly. 
Tho chairman or the leader of the opposi- 
tion might form a company during the 
session for housekeeping purposes and 
they might be taxed for so doing if the 
House had tho power to tax clubs. Ho 
roferred to the Chinese bill on the very 
point in question. That bill had been 
disallowed and this ono would share tho 
same fato. It was interfering with pri- 
vate rights and would therefore be un- 
constitutional. 

Mr. Ash would call tho attention of tho 
Houso to tho fact that if tho clauso went 
into operation tho club would soon be 
converted into a co-opcrativo society and 
all tho members would bo supplied not 
only with the "choicest brand' but with 
tho best of groceries. The building on tho 
corner of Government and Yates streets 
would soon be much too small for club 
purposes. A co-operative store ho thought 
would bo a good thing for tho members. 
(Laughter.) 

Hon. Mr. Beaven thought tho club 
would be willing to pay something. He 
failed to sco why tho legislature had not 
tho power to impose such taxation. Dis- 
allowance of acts by Dominion Govern- 
ment was very unfairly done. Tho Houso 
ought to pass bills sesssion after session 
until the Ottawa Government did allow 
thorn. 

Mr. Mara thought that if tho tax were 
imposed the House would have the power 
to tax tho finance minister or anybody 
else. It would be folly to pass a tax that 
would bo disallowed. 

Mr. Wilson was of opinion that all the 
hon. members thought tho club should 
pay something, but it was not at all likely 
that tho gentlemen composing tho club 
would take steps for taxing themselves. 

Mr. Mara would send the bill to a 
solect committee. 

Mr. Wilson — No! no! that would kill 
it; would much prefer that it should pro- 
ceed. 

Mr. Walkein— We might as well go on 
and tax private houses. 

Mr. Ash would ask the hon. mombor 
for Victoria city to movo that tho com- 
mittee rise, report progress and ask leave 
to sit again. This would give him an op- 
portunity to consider whether the clauso 
m question should bo retained. 

Mr. Wilson wishod the bill to proceod. 

Hon. Mr. Walkom thought that por- 
haps on tho whole it would bo as well to 
lot the bill tako its chance of being dis- 
allowed. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys could not see 
that tho taxing of clubs would bo private 
taxation. Thoy woro places of public ro- 
sort whoro liquors woro consumed, billiards 
playod and dinnors given. Interests of 
saloon-keepers wero much affected by 
clubs. He would support tho motion of 
tho minister of finance. 

Mr. Bcnnott considered tho clause ob- 
jectionable. It should bo struck out. 

Mr. Wilson proposed that §10 per an- 
num should bo imposed on each billiard 
table and §200 per annum on club rooms 
where liquors wero consumed 

Mr. Ash movod that tho committoo riso, 
report progress, and ask leavo to sit again. 
Lost. 

Mr. Smitho spoko at some length amid 
interruptions from the Government side 
of tho House. 

Hon. Mr. Walkeni said that ho would voto 
against tho clauso but that ho would 
leavo the Houso unless the voto were taken 
at once. Ho left accordingly. 

Mr. Drummond made several attempts 
to riso but was prevented by Mr. Wilson, 
amid much gesticulation, dumb show and 
laughter. He finally managed to say 
that he wished it to bo distinctly under- 
stood that he was against tho clause. 

After much confusion, hon. Mr. Beav- 
on's amendment was put and finally de- 
clared carriod. 

It being six o'clock, the committoo roso, 
reported prepress and asked leavo to sit 
again. 

Tho House then adjourned til 2 o'clock 
Thursday.

It provides that 
no person shall keep open on the Sabbath 
day for the salo of goods, wares or mer- 
chandise any store, warehouse or othor 
place of business. No saloon or hotel 
bar shall bo kept open for the salo of 
liquor by retail between the hours of 10 
a.m. and 5 p.m. on tho Sabbath day, nor 
shall it bo lawful to dischargo any cargo, 
except livo stock, from any steamor or 
vessel on the Sabbath day. Any person 
guilty of a violation of tho by-law to be 
liable to a fine not exceeding § — 

Coun. Shakespeare asked whether 
Coun. McLean had obtained the opinion 
of the City Barrister as to tho logal aspect 
of such a by-law. On a sormor occas- 
ion ho had said that a somewhat similar 
by-law could not be passed by tho Coun- 
cil as it would interfero with trade and 
commerce 

Coun. McLean said tho by-law Coun. 
Shakespearo referred to had proposed to 
deal with liquor saloons during week 
days. Tho present by-law did not, and 
tho Victoria Municipality Act gavo tho 
Council power to pass by-laws making 
regulations for the observance of the 
Sabbath. The by-law was only a rough 
draft at present, but next meeting he 
would be able to show that the powers 
conferred on the Council had not been 
exceeded. It was not intended to mako 
the measure too stringont, and he felt 
suro the population would approvo of its 
provisions. Ho would movo its first read- 
ing. The motion was carried. 

A discussion aroso as to tho wator rate 
to bo charged all tenements and dwellings, 
and on motion of Coun. Smith it was 
fixed at not less than §1 per month from 
and after the 1st proximo. 

The Wator Works committoo reported 
in favor of raising a loan of §G0,000 in 
order to carry into effect tho scheme for 
supplying the high levels of the city with 
water and to placo the head works in re- 
pair. 

The mayor said ho had interviewed the 
Government and had ascertained that 
thoy could not possibly guarantee a fur- 
ther loan. Ho learned, however, from 
outfido sources that if the Council decided 
to issuo debentures on its own responsibi- 
lities there would not bo much difficulty 
in floating them. It would bo well to 
dooido now what amount the loan should 
be. 

The City Assessor stated that if tho loan 
wero raised tho taxation would not have 
to be raised, but-tho opposite would bo 
tho case if no loan wero negotiated. 

After a lengthy discussion it was de- 
cided to submit for tho ratification of tho 
peoplo by-laws authorizing cither a loan 
of §15,000 or §70,000. 

Tho mayor said tho private bills com- 
mittoo requested that a clauso should bo 
inserted in the bill with roferonco to the 
exchango of tho piece. of corporation pro- 
perty for a, portion owned by Mr. Yates 
in order that a public building might bo 
built — said clauso providing that tho voto 
of tho people bo taken whether the ex- 
chango shall bo effected or not. 

On motion of Coun. McLoan it was or- 
dered that a clauso, in accordance with 
tho suggestion of tho privato bills com- 
mittee, be inserted in the measure now 
beforo tho legislature. 

A number of new sidewalks wcra order- 
ed and the council then adjourned.

Wednesday. April 28th. 

Albert Vidler, charged with committing 
a criminal assault upon the person of a 
girl named Fanny Marie Vidler. The in- 
formation sets forth that tho alleged of- 
fence was committed in Victoria a short 
time previous to December 1878 at which 
time tho girl was under 12 years of age. 

The Court having previously been 
cleared Mr. Drake who appeared for tho 
defendant asked that the witness bo or- 
dered out of earshot. 

Mr. Walls who appeared for tho pro- 
secution submitted that it was altogothor 
unusual to order the complainant out of 
court. Tho real complainant was tho 
mother of the girl and she might havo to 
bo called as a witness. 

His Honor permitted tho woman to re- 
main in Court. 

J. Leadbeater, by whom the information 
was laid having testified to its truth. 

Leopold Lowenborg doposod that act- 
ing under instructions from Capt. Vidlor 
he had inserted an advertisement in The 
Colonist newspaper offering his (Vidler's) 
houso for lease. 

J. Leadbeater, cross-examined by Mr. 
Drako :— I recoived my information con- 
cerning this matter from an Indian wo- 
man living at Metlakatlah; her namo is 
Harriet ; I do not know that I over saw 
her in my lifo ; tho information roachod 
mo in a letter on Saturday last ; I boliovo 
it was written by a man named Collinson, 
but it was not signed at all ; I only saw a 
portion of the letter ; it was not address- 
ed to mo and I did not soo tho address 
nor do I know to whom it was addressed. 
It was not an anonymous lottor so far as 
1 know ; I did not take sufficient interest 
in it to inquire who wrote it ; I was told 
who wrote it ; my wifo showed it to mo 
last Saturday morning ; it was partly on 
the faith of tho letter that T sworo the in- 
formation against tho defendant ; my 
othor grounds wore bocauso I had reason 
to believe Vidlor was going to leavo the 
country ; no other grounds prompted mo ; 
I am aware my wifo has boon allowed 
£100 por year by Mr. Vidler ; I do not 
know whether it is continuing or not ; 
my wifo lias never told mo whether it has 
beon stoppod. 

Re-examined — I have the extract of 
tho letter alluded to. 

Mr. Walls— Produce it. 

Mr. Drako objected. 

Mr. Walls submitted that ho had 
right to put the letter in as evidence. 
Drake's cross-examination entitled 
to do so. 

Mr. Drake said ho had taken very good 
caro not to touch upon the contents of tho 
letter and that consequently it could not 
bo put in. (Objection sustained.) 

Witness — Mrs. Leadbeater had six 
children by tho lato John Vidler ; I be- 
lieve tho allowance was mado for their 
support by tho defendant and his sister- 
Mrs. Park ; Mr. Vidler told mo tho al- 
lowance had been stoppod. 

Mr. Walls hero informed tho court that 
he would have to put tho girl Mario Vid- 
ler in tho witness box and tho ques- 
tions he would havo to put to her would 
bo of a disagroeablo nature. 

Tho magistrate said tho matter must be 
left to tho discretion of the reportors. 

Mario Vidler was placed in tho box and 
sworn. She said sho was 13 years of ago 
last February. Witness denied that tho 
defendant had over beon rudo to her in 
any way or that sho had evor told an In- 
dian woman in Capt. Vidlor's servico ho 
had acted improperly towards hor; he 
never came into the bathroom while she 
was taking a bath; her things were packed 
up to leavo Captain Vidler's last Juno and 
Bho loft and went homo to her mother be- 
cause Capt. Vidlor objected to her going 
out boating with school girls. Remember- 
ed going to Saanich in July last with the 
defendant, Mrs. Vidler and witness' sister 
Ada. 

Tho witness here burst into tears and 
cried and sobbed bittorly. Sho was pres- 
ently so much overcomo that sho was 
forced to retire from the room for some 
moments beforo sho rocoverod hor com- 
posure and resumed hor evidence. 

Tho Magistrato remarkod that there 
was no evidonco yot adduced to warrant 
taking up tho time of tho court. 

After tho lapse of somo minutes the girl 
having returned to Court, 

Mr. Drako askod — Has there at any 
timo been any familiarity between you 
and Capt. Vidler beyond what might 
pass between undo and noice f 

Witness — Never. Uncle was angry 
with mo for going boating with tho school 
girls and that was why I Toft in Juno last. 

Mr. Walls asked a for postponement of 
tho caso until tho principal witness (tho 
Indian woman) had boon brought down 
from tho north by the Otter, which should 
be back within threo weoks. 

Mr. Drako said Capt. Vidler was quito 
prepared to meet and dispose of tho dis- 
gusting and disgraceful charge ; but any 
statement a mevetricious Indian woman 
might make would not be listened to for 
a moment. If tho woman had any facts in 
her possession let thorn bo produced; but 
hearsay cvidenco could not bo taken. 
Thero was not a shadow of ovidonco 
against tho accused, who proposed to moot 
and squelch this wicked prosecution at 
onco and forever. 

The magistrato said that but for the 
information ho had |reccived that tho 
defendant was about to leavo tho pro- 
vince ho would not have issued tho war- 
rant. Ho would now adjourn tho caso 
till tho 2nd of May, liberating Capt. Vid- 
ler on tho same recognizance. 

W. McQuarrie, summoned by Mrs. Bit- 
tancourt for having unlawfully and ma- 
liciously maltreated certain poultry her 
property. 

Tho evidence of tho prosecutrix went 
to show that on Monday last, on- Rao 
Btreet, tho defendant whipped a rooster 
belonging to her. Hor testimony was 
corroborated by Mrs. LoLievro, and his 
honor imposed a fino of §5, in default a 
month's imprisonment.
